Nikita Rusin, Red Armyman and 
hero of the Soviet Union, by his 
intrepid exploits demonstrated not 
only the immortal moral qualities

Under a barrage of enemy fire, 
Rusin successfully surmounted anti- 
tank barriers and the fire pt anti- 
tank guns, hurling his tank against 
enemy positions. Reaching enemy 
lines, he virtually crushed the white 
guard Finnish fortifications and 
then proceeded with his tank to the 
appointed gathering place pursued 
by a hail of enemy shells. 


RESCUES WOUNDED 


His only salvation was in moving 
at top speed. But suddenly Rusin 
brought his tank to a halt when he 
saw severely wounded Red Army 
men lying near the road Risking 
his life he bandaged the wounds 


under heavy enemy fire, placed a 
wounded man in his tank and sped 
away to safety. 

This is how Red Armymen act 
under fire. This is how the fighters 
of the land of Socialism help their 
comrades. 

Lieutenant Peter Mikhalitsyn, 
commander of a reconnoitering 
cordon, could always be seen ad- 
vancing ahead of. his men in all 
battles with the Finnish white 
guards. He participated in 25 en- 
gagements and repeatedly went out 
of reconnoitering service day and 
night penetrating far behind ene- 
my lines and inflicting heavy losses 
on the foe. 


Many times, operating behind en- 


emy lines, he found himself in a 
precarious position. White guard 
Finns surrounded his detail, but 
Mikhalitsyn courageously attacked 
the enemy, broke through the en- 
circlement and dealt crushing 
blows to the Finns as he led his 
men to safety. | 

The political leader of his unit, 
Kesar Andreyev, displayed similar 
bravery. Together with Mikalitsyn, 
he participated in all battles and 
succeeded in penetrating far behind 
enemy lines and procured inval- 
uable information. 

The junior commander, Alexan- 
der Vasiliev, is another Red Army- 
man who showed remarkable hero- 
ism in the battles against the white 
guards. 


FOUR BATTLES IN ONE NIGHT 


He was one of the first to cap- 
ture prisoners and in one night, 
Dec. 18, Vasiliev participated in 
four engagements successfully es- 
tablishing contact with two com- 
panies cut off from their regiment. 


The title of hero of the Soviet 
Union has also been conferred on 
the junior political instructor, Mik- 
hail Manakin. At the head of his 
platoon he helpei in outflanking 
operations in which the enemy re- 
ceived severe blows. Koida, tractor 
driver, was conveying ammunition 
and food to the front lines when he 
saw a white guard detachment at- 
tacking the company guarding regi- 
mental headquarters. A Soviet ma- 
chine crew had already been 
brought down by enemy fire. See- 
ing this, Koida left the tractor and 
made for a machine gun.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (UP) .— 
Sen. James M. Mead, D., N. V., an- 
nounced tonight that this week he 
will introduce a bill to set up a 
$300,000,000 program of two per 
cent, 50-year federal loans for con- 
struction of hospitals and sanita- 
tion facilities. 

He said that $100,000,000 of the 
total would be set aside for con- 
struction of hospitals. 
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By Noted Civic Leaders 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Con- 
demning the Alley Dwelling Au- 
thority, which, in collusion with 
the big realty interests, has been 
sabotaging the low-cost housing 
program in the District of Colum- 
bia, 350 tenants and delegates from 
religious, civic, and labor organiza- 
tions have launched a fight for 
decent housing. 

Professor L. A. Ransom of How- 
ard University Law School, one of 
the principal speakers at the con- 
ference at the 10th Street Baptist 
Church “last Wednesday brought 
out the significant fact that al- 
though $15,000,000 had been appro- 
priated more than a year ago for 
two white and eight Negro projects

He 
condemned the vicious Jim-Crow 
policies of the ADA. in slum- 
clearance projects—a policy of 
shunting Negroes to outlying sec- 
tions or segregating them.

Resolutions introduced by Cap- 
tain Eugene Davidson, Director of 
the New Negro Alliance, and Mu- 
ton Bobier, of the West End Ten- 
ants’ League, outlining a four- 
point program fpr the new organi- 
zation, were unanimously adopted. 

The program contains these de- 
mands: 1, That the Alley Dwelling 
Authority cease its sabotage of the 
low-cost housing progress, and 
guarantee immediate housing facil- 
ities for displaced tenants, that a 
landlord-tenant commission be set 
up to establish and enforce a ceil- 
ing on rents, that regulations be 
enforced, and a real housing code 
be put into effect, and that a public 
hearing be held in order to ex- 
amine the disgraceful housing situ- 
ation and to take the proper re- 
medial steps. 

Another resolution called for a 
permanent organization, to be 
known as the District of Columbia 
Housing League. 

Among the sponsors are Rev. 
Arthur Gray, President of the 
Washington Council of the Na- 
tional Negro Congress; Arthur 
Schoenthal, Vice-President of the 
District Building Trades Council; 
Dr. C. Herbert Marshall, President 
of the D. C. Branch of the N. A. A. 
C. P.; various dmeers of civic as- 
sociations, and other leaders of 
important organizations.

The streets are crowded and 


borhood where people know and 
understand each other and have! 
plenty of courage. . 

They need courage. Here are tens 
of thousands of people without 
work, trying desperately to survive 
on home relief. Talking to them, 
you find out just what it means 
to be on relief, to face hunger and 
cold and past the hunger and cold 
to face sickness and death — on 
what. the city gives them. . 

“We're starving, that’s all,” one 
man says. 

A child from two and «a half to 
five gets less than a dollar twenty- 
five a week food allowance, gets a 
monthly allowance of five dollars. 
Older children, grown-ups, get 
more. The figures are cold. Be- 
hind them are the real and terrible 
decisions—can I buy this, can I buy 
that? Can I buy milk? Bread? 
Herring? And who will eat? The 
one who goes to look for work? The 
ones who stay home? 

Yes, you say, you've heard of the 
food problem. But what about some 
of the other problems? What about 
clothes? That's even worse, if pos- 
sible. One family with three chil- 
dren reports they got fourteen dol- 
lars in thirteen months as a cloth- 
ing allowance. In July and August 
last summer there was no clothing 
allowance at all. In September 
$6,000 was granted for 5,500 families 
living in some sixty square blocks 
from Fourteenth St. down. Count- 
ing five to a family, that's about 
twenty cents a person, When chil- 
dren come to school in torn shirts 
and pants, it’s no longer considered 
something to report. , 

“My boy got B plus in conduct 
even if his clothes were torn,” one 
father said.

WINTER ADDS TO MISERY 


People on relief need warm cloth- 
ing for the cold weather of winter. 
Will they get it? 

The cold weather means some- 
thing else. With rent allowances 
starting at $18 ($25.50 for a family 
of four), families have to get un- 
heated flats and heat them with 
coal stoves. This year the unem- 
ployed coal allowance was cut from 
$6 to $5 a month and it was & 
struggle to get eve: this before Jan- 
uaty. Do you know what it means? 
Have you ever sat or stood for 
hours in a cold room? Have you 
had your muscles knot with the 
cold, have you worn your outer 
clothing, have you gotten to the 
point where you would like to 
scream for a little warmth? That's 
what the figures mean. 

Between the clients and the re- 
lief bureaus a constant struggle goes 
on. a terrible, intent struggle. You 
have $25 a month rent allowance. 
In an attempt to better yourself a 
little, you rent a place for $30 and 
rent a room for $10. The relief 
bureau cuts your rent allowance 
then not to twenty but to fifteen 
dollars. 

You're living with a friend and 
you lose your job. You apply for 
relief. The bureau tries to make 
your friend support you, claiming 
not that he’s legally responsible, but 
that he’s “socially responsible.“ 
And so people are afraid to come 
together, to save expenses by shar- 
ing them. 

You've been on relief and get a 
job. The job pays more than the 
relief and you begin to live like a 
human being. A few months go by 
and you lose the job. You go back 
for relief. But the bureau tells you 
you should have saved on what 
you earned—you should have saved 
the difference between the relief 
and what you made. Now you can 
walt. 

These are the things they tell 
you, Former painters, plumbers, 
electricians, marble and cement 
workers, shoemakers, domestic 
workers—all kinds struggling to 
live, They demand something, they 
demand an end of this intolerable 
struggle just to live—knowing the 
main effort of the bureaus is not 
to help them but to beat them back. 
Some of them are Communists. 

More of them are hearing the 
voice of the Communist Party. 
"nev know only the Communist 
Party can fight for them without 
compromise and through that fight 
can find the way out for them. 
These are the people in their thou-

“is more than unusually healthy 
and constructive.”

port for Roosevelt with statements 
and birthday cakes. 

On legislative matters it is be- 
lieved that the Miami meeting of 
the council will not come into con- 
fiict with the administration. 

Primary stress is expected on the 
demand of the reactionary A. F. of 
L. leaders for amendments to the 
Wagner Act, and in this they have 
been getting increasing support 
from the administration. 

Whether these maneuvers will 
lead to political backing by the ex- 
ecutive council for the President in 
1940, or whomever he picks in the 
event that he does not run, is an- 
other matter. 

Many influential members of the 
A. F. of L. council, including First 
Vice-President Bill Hutcheson, are 
cenfirmed Republicans and they 
ere not likely to forego their politi- 
cal allegiance in an election uniess 
there is a war situation or some 
other unusual “emergency.”

From Shanghai to Helsinki 
U.S. Imperialism Plans War 


® Wall Street bankers are not accustomed 
to kid each other with hooey about their 
ideals. Privately, they talk cold turkey. 

This gives the greatest interest to what 
the Wall Street Journal declares editorially 
about the current propaganda concerning the 
“independence of nations” such as Finland, 

It so happens that Washington and Wall 
Street are mightily concerned over the fate 
of the China-Japanese war. China is fight- 
ing for its national independence against 
Japanese militarist conquest. It also hap- 
pens that Wall Street and Japan are rivals 
for the dominant position in the exploita- 
tion of China. But does that mean that U.S. 
imperialism in its hostility to its Japanese 
rival desires that China shall become a truly 
independent nation? 

Let us hear what the “save-Finland’s- 
independence” gentlemen over in the Wall 
Street Journal have to say about China’s 
independence. They write: 

“We do not, and may never, recognize 
Japanese sovereignty over any part of 
China, but we know very well that we are 
‘not going to war with Japan to preserve 
China’s territorial or political integrity.” 
(Jan. 27.) 

Clear as a shining bayonet! China’s na- 
tional independence be damned. All Wall 
Street wants is an agreement with Japan 
in which the U. S. imperialists will get the 
upper hand over its rival. The last thing 
the U. S. imperialists want to see is a really 
independent China driving the Japanese in- 
vader out. That might lead to the Standard 


Oil Co. being driven out, too. In the eyes of 
Washington that would be terrible. Wall 
Street is anxious to weaken Japan only so as 
to make a deal with Japan against China 
AND the Soviet Union. 

When it comes to dollars and cents in 
the Far East, U. S. imperialism can betray 
“national independence” as easily as 
Chamberlain and Daladier betrayed Czech- 
oslovakia. 

Turning from the Far East, U. S. im- 
perialism is also worried over its haggling 
with the British Empire over the division 
of profits. Says the Journal of Commerce 
editorially, for example, of the latest finan- 
cial tricks of the Bank of England: 

“If centralized control over exchange 
transactions of empire countries outside of 
Canada continues, the British pound ster- 
ling will become, as far as foreigners are 
concerned, the only currency of these na- 
tions. A money union could thus be set 
up which may survive after the war, when 
it could prove an important factor in fos- 
tering inter-Empire trade AT THE EX- 
PENSE OF THE COMMERCE OF 
THESE COUNTRIES WITH OTHER 
PARTS OF THE WORLD.” 

Wall Street is scared, in other words, 
that Britain may handcuff the world’s trade 
and commerce by means of its war-time con- 
trol of currency and thus shove American 
finance out into the cold. 

Of such coarse, greedy imperialist 
haggling over dollars, markets, profits is 
fashioned the current war. “for civiliza- 
tion.” 

In the imperialist drive to re-divide the 
world’s markets, American imperialism is 
stepping to the fore as the most aggres- 
sive and ruthless of all. Its active intrigue 
spans from Shanghai to Helsinki. And its 
target in both places is the Soviet Union. 
The policy of the Roosevelt Administra- 

tion is imperialist war. 


H.C.L.—Have You 
Noticed It? 


© It seems as if the large merchants of 
food can’t read. The latest U. S. reports 
show that the supply of meat in America is 
at record high. Also that there are vast 
amounts of butter, dairy products, ete., in 
warehouses. 

Nevertheless, food prices have been 
jacked up so that when Mrs. American 
Housewife goes to buy food she finds that 
her husband’s wages have actually been re- 
duced by the high cost of living. 

HCL—that was the spectre that Raunted 
the American people in the years before 
America’s entrance into the war. It got 
worse during 1917 when “patriotic” profit- 
eers ripped the hide off the American people 
in an orgy of thievery. 

Despite all assurances to the contrary, 
the Administration is doing nothing to halt 
the million-dollar corporations which have 
begun to profiteer in bread, meats, milk and 
other necessities, 

Organized attention by the housewives of 
America can do a good deal to stop this prof- 
iteering before it gets worse. In the trade 
unions, the problem of wage increases to 
meet rising prices has become a practical is- 
sue requiring actions.

* Earl Browder, whom we hope a week 
from now to call Congressman Earl Browder 
from the Fourteenth District of New York, 
went to prison in 1917, as we said yesterday, 
for opposition to the crime of America’s be- 
ing dragged into the World War. 

The sheriff’ at Platte City, Mo., was a 
loose-limbed, easy-going fellow, who used to 
make a lot of noise rattling keys and bolts 
when he locked the cell which held Ear! and 
William Browder. But one day in 1918, some 
months after the Browder boys had been 
convicted for their opposition to the World 
War, the sheriff slammed their cell door but 
didn’t rattle any keys or bolts. The door was 
left unlocked. 

It had been understood between the sher- 
iff and the kind of gangsters that respectable 
bankers use at a distance to commit their 
dirtiest crimes, that these two anti-war lead- 
ers were to have their mouths closed forever. 

The sheriff carefully disappeared while the

thugs in to get the victims. The two organ- 
izers of the intended gang-murder were lit

much, telling the Browders that they were 
going to be hanged. 

Then Earl began to talk. Have you ever 
heard Earl Browder talk? He talked for an 
hour, standing in the little jail cell, with the 
cell door open, and the outside jail door to 
the street unlocked and the gang waiting 
with the rope. 


The two gang leaders who came into the 
cell made the mistake of calling Earl a “trai- 
tor” to his country. Earl answered that he 
opposed the war because he loved his coun- 
try. He wanted its young men not to fight 
and die in a quarrel between imperialist rob- 
bers. He didn’t talk about himself, and he 
didn’t call the gang leaders all that they 
were, he spoke to them as small town citi- 
zens who had been deceived into wanting to 

kill him. The gang leaders listened, waiting 
just a minute, to hear what he would say, 
before taking him out to hang. The minutes 
ticked up to an hour; then two wide- 
eyed gang leaders were standing before Ear] 
Browder perhaps just about as they would 
have stood 20 y later at an overflow 
meeting at Madison Square Garden. One 
gang leader held out a shaky hand, then the 
other did too; they shook hands and left, the 
men outside threw their rope into the car 
and drove away. :

BOGOTA, Colombia, Jan. 28 (ICN).— 
War hysteria and anti-Soviet propaganda 
have reached new heights in Colombia. In 
addition to the slanders published in the 
local newspapers, the capitalists, landown- 
ers, and agents of foreign imperialism have 
undertaken the organization of a national 
fund drive to aid the campaign of Manner- 
heim, the butcher of Finland, and his White 


Guards against the Soviet Union. 

The results of the financial campaign have been 

very sad. During the period when the campaign reach- 
abusive and insolent heights in the bour- 
only $200 was collected. 

This time the people could not be fooled. The 
Colombian workers, peasants, intellectuals and middle 
class—the progressives of Colombia—remember quite 
well the campaign of insults and slanders against the 
organizations of the people when they themselves tried 
and succeeded in organizing a fund drive to help-Re- 
publican Spain. The people of Colombia recall the 
silence of these gentlemen, who are today the defend- 
ers of the exploiters of the Finnish people, when Spain, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Ethiopia were attacked by fas- 
cism. There is no doubt but that the bourgeoisie wants 
very much to help the Mannerheim, Tanner gang of 
White Guards, not with their own money, but at the 
expense of the people. 

Meanwhile the effects of the European war are be- 
ing felt in Colombia. The decline of the price of 
coffee in the United States, the cutting off of exports 
to Germany, Colombia's second buyer, have tremend- 
ously effected the economy of the country. 

UNEMPLOYMENT ACUTE 

The national problem of unemployment has already 
reached an acute stage. The transport workers, in- 
cluding the longshoremen, and the maritime workers 
are the first ones to be affected. The number of un- 
employed is growing, particularly in Baranquilla and 
along the Rio Magdalena, the main commercial route 
of the country. At this moment, a Conference of the 
National Federation of Transport, Maritime and Avia- 
tion workers is meeting together with the Workers 
Confederation of Colombia, to consider the best meas- 
ures to meet this grave problem and to bring about a 
solution for the unemployed situation. 

The consequences of the war are also being felt 
on the banana plantations. The imperialist trust, the 
United Fruit Company, is persisting in its extortion- 
ist methods against the agricultural workers in the 
plantation, taking advantage of the decision, lately 
handed down by the Supreme Court, which declared 
the law dealing with State intervention in the banana 
industry unconstitutional, a law passed during the dem- 
ocratic administration of Alfonso Lopez, after a bitter 
fight against the imperialist vampires. The imperial- 
ist companies achieved this latest victory—the action 
of the Supreme Court in holding the law unconstitu- 
tional—through graft. 

The government, making use of the extraordinary 
power given to the President in the last session of the 
Colombian Congress, is trying to solve the country’s 
serious economic crisis through a $50,000,000 loan from 


but there is no doubt that this loan, if concluded, will

The situation among the unemployed has 
finally Typulted in their establishing a broad single 
national organization that is today demanding gov- 
ernment recognition, and demanding that the money 
collected to aid Finland be used to bring relief to the 
unemployed of the country. And on this issue they 
are receiving the support of the trade unions and the 
progressive organizations. 

Meanwhile the conservatives and liberals are at- 
tempting to divert the attentior. of the people from 
these urgent problems by advancing, at this early 
date, candidates for president although the presidential 
elections are not yet near. 

The Communist Party, in the forefront of the strug- 
gle as always, has repeatedly warned the people that 
the question of candidates is not the urgent problem— 
the elections are still two years distant—but that the 
most important problem is the solution of the most 
immediate demands of the people—such as unemploy- 
ment, jobs and peace. The Communist Party is lead- 
ing the fight against imperialist maneuvers and anti- 
Soviet propaganda, for a peace policy, a foreign policy, 
which will help to keep the country out of the im- 
perialist conflict.

The amusement appeal is divided into two categories, SEX and 
CRIME. Occasionally the themes overlap such as this blurb from one 


theatre, whose lobby advertising is lyrical indeed.

The Dodgers were reported 
to have the inside track on 
young Benny McCoy, ex-De- 
troit Tiger second baseman 
who officially became a free 
agent at 12:01 this morning. 

The bidding for the young- 
ster who is asking a $40,000 
bonus and a three-year con- 


tract at $10,000 a year has 
stirred up the most action seen in 
some time. 

The Yanks, with Joe Gordon at 
sedond, aren't interested and that’s 
helped the action. It's a baseball 
legend that when the Yankee scout 
comes around with pen in hand, 
the others beat it—there's no out- 
bidding the champs. 

Sidelight on the situation is the 
indication of the present lack of 
player material. McCoy was good 
last year but no ball of fire and 
ordinarily, if talent was distributed 
more equitably, there wouldn't be 
the wild dash for Benny.
